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The. 20th trump exists as blatant proof that the Tarot 
phySically emerged from the Christian culture of mediev- 
al Europe. In Spite of claims that the Tarot was trans- 
mitted from almost every ancient civilization or esoter- 
ic tradition, there has been no satisfactory explanation 
of this trump that validates any of those claims. 


All Standard versions display an angel who's trumpeting 
awakens the dead to final Judgment. In traditional 
decks, the angel emerges from a cloudy wreath (Surround- 
ed by rays); bird wings Seem to grow from hir head and 
S/he is haloed. In Egyptian decks, the being appears 
profiled within the orb of the sun and hir wings are 
folded; Maat's feather of truth flows from hir head- 
dress. The Short-haired angel of modern decks Simply 
emerges from the clouds. Taroists identify the angel as 
either Gabriel or Michael. In Marseilles- and Rider- 
oriented decks, a banner of an equal-armed cross depends 


from the trumpet. 


Three primary fiqures rise from coffins in all Standard 
decks. In Marseilles-type packs, a woman Stands to the 
left with hands clasped in prayer; the man adopts the 
Same attitude to the right. A fiqure (Sex indetermin- 
ate), whose back is to the viewer, inclines toward the 
woman. In the Rider pack and its clones, the fiqures' 
arms are deliberately arranged to resemble three Hebrew 
letters; a man is to the left, a woman to the right, and 
a child in the center again is Seen from the back. In 
the background other figures rise from coffins. In 
Eqyptian decks, three mummified corpses (male, female 
and childlike) rise from a Single elaborately-designed 
Sarcophaqus against a plain background. In traditional 
and modern decks the fiqures are nude; they rise from 
coffins cresting water and in the background appear 
rolling hills (traditional) or mountains (modern). 


Many non-standard packs progress the card from the idea 
of Judgment toward those of rebirth and regeneration. 
Retitled Rejuvenation in the Cat People Tarot, a nude 
woman exultantly bursts from a cocoon, an event heralded 
by a caroling feline. The Dark Horse Tarot trump de- 
picts the Spirits of the corpses being drawn to the an- 
gelic fiqure by streams of flames. 
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[Tarot Trivia: Artist Pamela Coleman-Smith refused to 
Sign this trump in the Rider Pack, to protest her dissat- 
isfaction with the design imposed by A. E. Waite. ] Be 
that as it may, the following quotes delineate various 
aSpects of the arcanum of Judgment: 


"By the power of the Sound of the trumpeting angel, the 
babe Shall be awakened and an evolution in learning will 
be experienced. The babe is due to become the KNOWER of 


the Aquarian Age." (Kent) 


"Out of thine own mouth shall I Judge thee." (Luke 19:22) 

"For Judgment I am come into the world.” (John 9:39) 

"Lo! I tell you a mystery. he shall not all Sleep, but 
we Shall all be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, at the last trumpet. For the trumpet will Sound, 
and the dead will be raised imperishable, and we shall be 
changed." C(lIst Corinthians) 

"And I Saw the dead, great and small, Standing before 
the throne, and the books were opened. Another book was 
opened also, which is the book of life.

The Dancer of the 21st trump ends the Major Arcana series 
as s/he leaps through the womb—-wreath to become the Fool 
of a new, spiralling cycle of existence. 


Traditional and modern decks contain nearly identical sym- 
bols: an outwardly female being (flowing hair and breasts) 
with hir genitals coyly draped by a banner) stands on hir 
right foot, poised to leap through an oval wreath which is 
bound at top and bottom. Hir posture 1s said to be the 
reversal of the Hanged One's. The Egyptian deck depicts a 
kneeling harpist, playing the universe into being with the 
music of the spheres; a phoenix soars in the center of a 
sun/mandala. above hir. 


In all these versions appear four mystical beings, which 
have been interpreted in many ways. Most commonly they 
represent the four Holy Living Creatures of the Apocalypse 
of St. John or the four fixed 8igns of the zodiac (bull = 
Taurus; lion = Leo; eagle = Scorpio; and angel = Aquari- 
us). "The Egyptian Sphinx is a representation of the four 
mystical symbols, for it has a human head, a woman's 
breast, the loins of a bull, the claws of a lion, and the 
wings of an eagle....the head represents intelligence, 
knowledge, and mystery; the claws, courage and action; the 
loins, will power, perseverance, strength, and labor; the 
folded wings, silence and inspiration. From this comes 
the Magi's quarternary of the Sphinx: To know, to dare, to 
will; to be. silent.*" (Hoy) "Paul Huson, in The Devil:s 
Picturebook, compares [the quarternary] with the cabal- 
ist's 'Before me Uriel, Behind me Raphael, At my right 
Michael, At my left Gabriel' and refers this further to 
the ancient Babylonian spell: 'Shamash before me, Sin 
behind me, Nergal at my right, Ningirsu at my left." 
Particularly interesting is the fact that the symbols of 
these four ancient gods are: for Sin an old man, for 
Ningirsu an eagle, for Nergal a lion, and for Shamash (in 
his form as Adad, god: of prophecy) a bull." (Innes) 


The Mythic Tarot displays an interesting non-s tandard var- 
iation: A dual bodied figure (male head and body on the 
right side, female head and body on the left) dance in the 
clouds. An ourobos (a snake devouring its tail) encircles 
them, while around it float the four symbols of the Minor 
Arcana. | 
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The Taroists quoted below express a rainbow's spectrum of 
interpretations: 


"The magician may at times lose the beat and become out of 
step with the Cosmic Dance, but actually it 1s at these 
moments that new rhythms are created, which, if they can 
be integrated into the whole, will lend richness and depth 
to the movement of the Dance." (Sandbach) 


"'These four s1gns are sometimes called the four avataric 
gates, or the four doors of power." (Sandbach & Ballard) 


"The theatrical banner of transformation suggests that now 
creativity may take place in earnest. The dancer and her 
twirling batons are framed in a complete picture of per- 
formance.'" (Gearhart & Rennie) 


''.-.-1n a dance the dancer does not move around any arb1i- 
trary point in space, but rather the dance carries its own 
Sense of unity focused around a constantly moving, con- 
stantly peaceful centre." (Pollack) 


"Dance through life with a power of definiteness.”" 
(Jacobson) 


"Shakti 1s also a life-dancer, her ecstatic dance creates 
the rhythmic pattern of the universe and reveals that all 
endings lead to new beginnings. She 1s our symbol of 
wholeness and completion as She dances evolved conscious- 
ness into our universe.”

(This second des1ign, which forms a rim 
about the cross, expands the scope of 

the reading from the condition of the 
Querent to the situation being explored.) 


T1 also offers an elaborated version of the 
pattern, in which two cards each are placed on 
positions one through four. Both patterns are 
11lustrated on the following page. (Please 
note that the position numbers change on the 


elaborated vers1on.)
